BARCLAYS BANK 
(DOMINION, COLONIAL AND OVERSEAS) 


SIR JOHN CAULCUTT’S REVIEW 


The Fifteenth Ordinary General Meeting of Barclays Bank 
(Dominion, Colonial and Overseas) was held on 23 December 
at 29, Gracechurch Street, London, E.C. 

Sir John Caulcutt, K.C.M.G. (the chairman), in the course 
of his speech, said: I refer with profound regret to the great 
loss the Bank has sustained through the death of Mr. H. L. M. 
Tritton. 

Turning to the balance sheet, it will be seen that the current 
and deposit accounts, at £126,500,725, show an increase of nearly 
£20,000,000 on last year, and easily constitute a record for this 
bank. 

Cash in hand, at £42,416,905, has increased by nearly 
£8,000,000, and represents a ratio of approximately 33 per cent. 
to liabilities. 

The net profit for the year ended 30 September 1940, after 
making provision for taxation and for bad and doubtful debts 
and contingencies, amounted to £423,692 2s. 5d., an improve- 
ment of approximately £9,000 on the previous year. The sum 
of £154,442 0s. 8d. was brought forward from 1 October 1939, 
making a total to be dealt with of £578,134 3s. ld. A sum of 
£200,000 has been carried to contingency account, compared with 
£170,000 last year. After making this appropriation it is pro- 
posed to pay a final dividend of 4 per cent. (actual) on the 
cumulative preference shares, less income tax at 8s. 4d. in the 
£, and 34 per cent. (actual) on the ‘‘A’”’ and “‘ B”’ shares, less 
income tax at 7s. 4d. in the £, payable on 28 December 1940, 
leaving £171,936 9s. 4d. to be carried forward. 

In a brief review of the Bank’s activities oversea, the chair- 
man stated that in the Union of South Africa the hesitant 
business outlook which followed the outbreak of war had largely 
disappeared by the end of 1939, and since then business has 
continued on quietly steady lines. 

An encouraging feature of the year in Northern and Southern 
Rhodesia is the increasing trend in the mineral output. 

The 1939-40 tea crop in Nyasaland was very satisfactory, and 
the British Government has contracted for the purchase of 
the entire yield at a fraction of a penny over Is. per pound. 
In Mauritius the 1940-41 sugar crop promises to be a record one. 

As regards East Africa, the past year has naturally been a 
difficult one for producers and traders, but improvement may be 
anticipated as a result of measures that have been taken by the 
Government to cope with the situation. 

In speaking of Egypt I have in the first place to deplore the 
sad and untimely death of his Excellency Hassan Pasha Sabry, 
the Prime Minister. 

In Egypt cotton growers and exporters were faced by a diffi- 
cult situation at the end of last summer, owing to limited 
export markets and the uncertainty caused by the spreading of 
the war. It is gratifying to note that relief was afforded by 
the agreement reached between the Egyptian Government and 
the British Government for the purchase by the latter of all 
the 1940-41 cotton crop offered to them. <A cotton-buying com- 
mission has been established which started operations in Sep- 


tember last, since when purchases have continued on an 
increasing scale. 
Palestine citrus growers have been experiencing a diffi- 


cult time, and the Government, in co-operation with this bank 
and certain other banks operating there, has made special 
arrangements with a view to safeguarding the industry and 
affording relief to the farmers. 

Turning to the West Indies and British Guiana, an event 
of outstanding importance has been the leasing of naval and 
air bases to the United States of America. This project, assured 
as it is of wise and tactful handling on the part of all con- 
cerned, should be of lasting benefit to the Colonies. 

Last season’s sugar crop in the West Indies and British 
Guiana was somewhat disappointing, owing to unfavourable 
weather. The whole of the current crop has been purchased 
by the British Government at a price which shows an improve- 
ment on that of last year to allow for increased costs of 
production. 

The British Government has also purchased the citrus crops 
of Trinidad, Jamaica and British Honduras. 

In British West Africa the whole of the 1939-40 cocoa crop 
was purchased by the British Government, and a similar 
arrangement has been made for the 1940-41 crop. 


GENERAL 

I will not presume to deal with the splendid contributions to 
the common cause by: the Dominions and Colonies and Egypt 
and the Sudan, but their scope and nature assuredly inspire us 
to view the outcome with confidence. 

It gives me the greatest pleasure to express the board’s 
warmest thanks and appreciation to the various boards overseas, 
the general managers in London and in South Africa, and to 
the whole of the staff for the loyal manner in which they are 
carrying out their duties in particularly trying times. 

In conclusion, I wish to refer especially to the particularly 
heavy burdens which in recent months have fallen upon our 
local control centres. From my knowledge of the men on whom 
rests the responsibility of administering the affairs of this 
bank throughout its territories oversea, I feel that the share- 
holders are justified in looking forward with confidence to the 
future progress of their business.

MR. EDWARD BARON’S REVIEW 


The Thirty-seventh Annual General Meeting of Carreras, 
Limited, was held on 20 December at Arcadia Works, Hamp- 
stead Road, London, N.W. 

Mr, Edward §. Baron, chairman and managing director, 
presided. 

To come at once to the accounts, after mecting all charges, 
including advertising, directors’ remuneration, etc., and _pro- 
viding for full depreciation of buildings, plant and machinery, 
the net profit for the year is £2,122,379, which is yet another 
record for the company. This result, achieved in a year of 
unprecedented difficulty, is a sure indication of the unvarying 
quality of our products and the reputation which we have won 
in a highly competitive field. 

Turning now to the profit available for distribution, this 
amounts to £2,416,482, from which it is necessary to allocate 
the huge sum of £1,072,955 for taxation. It is proposed that a 
final dividend of 15 per cent. shall be paid, making 262 per 
cent. for the year, which will necessitate reducing the carry- 
forward slightly, but still leaving the quite respectable sum of 
£276,447 in hand. 


EXPORT TRADE 


Turning to our export trade, the policy we have followed 
with our oversea business during many years has proved to be 
of great benefit to the company now that extremely difficult 
and abnormal conditions have arisen. First, we have no foreign 
commitments in the shape of factories, all our oversea factories 
being in the Empire ; and, secondly, our losses through customers 
in enemy-occupied countries are negligible when one considers 
the number of markets which for the time being have been lost. 
Thanks to our wonderful Navy we are still able to ship con- 
siderable quantities of our goods to several parts of the world. 


CONFIDENCE IN THE FUTURE 


We are very conscious of the fact that there will be many 
difficulties and problems to be faced in the coming year, but 
with the excellent co-operation of our staff and workers your 
board feel that they can meet them with courage and confidence. 

The report and accounts were unanimously adopted.

Imports, exports and re-exports were lower in 
November than in October. The decline in imports 
(£12'2 million) was considerably larger than that in 
total exports (£2°0 million), and the excess of imports 
over exports (£50:5 million) was smaller than in any 


month this year except September. For the eleven

corresponding figures for 1938 and 1939 being approxi- 
mately £358 million in each case. 


The value of imports amounted to £72°9 million, the 
lowest figure since October, 1939, and £12-2 million 
less than in October 1940. Of the latter decline, £5°9 
million was in food, drink and tobacco, £4°3 million in 
and £2°0 million manufactured 
articles. Major decreases in food, drink and tobacco 
were £2°5 million for meat, £1°9 million for grain 
and flour, and £11 million for dairy produce. Among 
raw materials, there were increases of £1:7 million for 
raw the low October figure and £0°5 
million for non-ferrous ores, and decreases for oilseeds, 
oils, ete. (£1-7 million), wood and timber (£1°6 million), 
rubber (£14 million) and iron ore and scrap (£06 
million), The principal declines among manufactured 
articles were £1-8 million for non-ferrous metals, £0°7 
million for miscellaneous manufactures and £0°5

million for vehicles. Imports of iron and steel rose by 
£1-:3 million to the highest monthly total (£7-2 million) 
ever recorded; imports of miscellaneous textile manu- 
factures were double the low October figure. 


Exports, valued at £21:7 million, showed a further 
reduction of £1:7 million, and were some £10 million 
below the average for July-September this year, when 
the trading area was substantially the same. The de- 
cline of £0°7 million in food, drink and tobacco, com- 
pared with October, resulted from a substantial fall in 
exports of beverages and cocoa preparations. A marked 
reduction (£0°6 million) was also recorded in exports of 
coal; that for raw materials was rather less (£0°4 
million) owing mainly to a recovery in exports of raw 
wool, etc. The largest decline in exports of manufac- 
tured goods was £0°3 million for the vehicles group. 
Exports of iron and steel and machinery showed little 


change. Among textile manufactures, increases were 
recorded for wool and silk and artificial silk goods, and 
decreases for cotton, miscellaneous textiles and 
apparel. 


Re-exports, which in October were under £1 million 
for the first time, fell further to £723,000, the greater 
part of the reduction being in respect of undressed 
hides and skins.

INDEX NUMBERS OF WHOLESALE TRADING IN 


In the following table are given the index numbers 
of wholesale trading in textiles in November, with com- 
parative figures for earlier periods, the index num- 
bers relating to (1) the Home trade, (2) the Export 
trade and (8) the total for Great Britain, based on 
average monthly sales in 19837 = 100. The figures, 
which are compiled by the Wholesale Textile Associa- 
tion in collaboration with the Bank of England, do not 
include the turnover of all the wholesale textile houses, 
but practically all the important houses in the large 
centres of distribution are contributors. The particulars 
relate to all classes of textile goods, including wearing 
apparel for men, women and children, as well as 
furnishings, and the sample is believed to be repre- 
sentative of the trade as a whole. In view of the 
appreciable rise in price which has occurred for a 
number of textile goods since the outbreak of war, the 
figures should not be taken as representing the volume 
of goods sold. 


In computing the value of sales the purchase tax 
has been omitted.

LIMITATION OF SUPPLIES ORDERS* 


TEXTILE MATERIALS USED AS GLASS . 
SUBSTITUTES OR FOR GLASS PROTECTION 


The Ministry of Labour and National Service made 
an order last month requiring occupiers of factories in 
which more than 250 persons are employed to protect 
their workers from glass broken by bomb explosions. 
With this object, glass is to be replaced by textile sub- 
stitutes or covered with textile netting, muslin, cheese 
cloth or other textile materials. 

The general supply of these materials is limited by 
the Board of Trade arrangements for restricting home 
trade, some of them being cotton or rayon piece-goods 
and others “‘ lace.’’ General licences (8.R. & O., 1940, 
Nos. 2141 and 2142, price 1d. each) have, however, 
now been issued by the Board of Trade, which will 
enable the factory occupiers concerned to obtain un- 
restricted supplies of any of these textile goods required 
for compliance with the order. Separate licences and 
declaration forms are required for piece-goods. 


LIMITATION OF SUPPLIES (MISCELLANEOUS) 
(NO. 5) ORDER, 1940 


EXEMPTION FOR SMALL MANUFACTURERS 


The Board of Trade announce that the exemption 
from registration in any class of controlled goods for 
manufacturers whose trade in those goods is less than 
£100 a month does not apply to persons who com- 
menced the business of supplying controlled goods of 
their own manufacture after 23 July 1940. Such per- 
sons must apply for registration however small their 
trade. 

There is no similar provision exempting small whole- 
salers. All wholesalers, however small their trade in

controlled goods, are required to apply for registration 
in respect of all the classes of controlled goods which 
they supply to persons who buy for re-sale. 


TRANSFER OF QUOTAS 


The Board of Trade desire to emphasise that any 
transfer of quota under the Limitation of Supplies 
(Miscellaneous) (No. 5) Order, 1940, is invalid unless 
their prior consent has been obtained. 


PURCHASE TAX 


DISCOUNTS ON THE TAX 


Enquiries have been made whether it is open to a 
seller to allow his buyer a discount on the Purchase 
Tax. Ag there appears to be some doubt on this matter, 
the Commissioners of Custom and Excise, Custom 
House, London, E.C.3, are issuing the following state- 
ment for the guidance of registered persons: 

The tax due from the seller to the Crown in respect 
of the sale must be calculated on the statutory whole- 
sale value of the goods. This is a cash value, and 
consequently any cash discounts which are available to 
buyers generally may be deducted from the prices by 
reference to which it is determined. But once the 
amount of tax due is thus determined, it is an absolute 
figure independent of the actual discount earned in any 
particular case. And it is this absolute figure which 
the seller is required by law to show on any settlement 
invoice or monthly statement issued to a retailer in 
respect of the sale, and which he must in due course 
pay to the Crown. 


LIABILITY DECISIONS 


The Commissioners have also issued a further num- 
ber of decisions regarding the liability to tax of certain 
articles as supplementary to those already given in 
Notice No. 78. They concern various goods in 
Class 4 (pottery, etc.); Class 5 (glassware, etc.); 
Class 6 (furniture); and Class 7 (lighting fittings and 
domestic appliances, etc.). These decisions are pub- 
lished in Notice No. 18, dated 21 December 1940, 
which also contains the statement on the Purchase 
Tax given above. 
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PROPOSED EXEMPTION OF CERTAIN 
DRUGS 


The Treasury hereby give notice that they propose to 
make an Order under Section 20 of the Finance 
(No. 2) Act, 1940, dealing with certain drugs. The 
goods proposed to be dealt with are the drugs specified 
in the list set out in the Treasury Notice of 17 Sep- 
tember last (see the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ’’ of 
19 September, page 183) as being essential drugs of 
an exceptionally costly character, and certain drugs 
and simple preparations added to that list pursuant to 
representations made in response to that notice. It is 
proposed to give such directions as will secure that any 
of those goods which may not fall within the existing 
exemption shall cease to be chargeable with purchase 
tax, and that the tax shall become chargeable at the 
reduced rate on any other drugs or preparations which 
may fall within the existing exemption.

REQUISITION OF FLAX SEED 


The Minister of Supply has made the Control of Flax 
Seed (No. 3) Order, 1940 (S.R. & O., 1940, No. 2148, 
price 1d.), which came into force on 24 December, 
under the Defence Regulations requiring persons 
owning or in possession of flax seed situated in the 
United Kingdom at, or produced in the United King- 
dom after, the coming into force of the Order, to hold 
such seed at the disposal of the Minister, and to 
comply with any directions he may issue as to the 
disposal of the seed. 
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A written declaration is required to be sent forthwith or 
within five days from the end of that month in which it is 
produced, stating the description, quantities and qualities 
of the flax seed held, and the name and location of the 
place, premises or vessels in which it is located, to the 
Minister of Supply, where the flax seed is situated or pro- 
duced outside Northern Ireland, and to the Secretary of 
the Ministry of Agriculture of Northern Ireland, Stormont, 
Belfast, where the flax seed is situated or produced in 
Northern Ireland. 

Particulars are to be furnished on 1 January 1941, and 
on the first day of each subsequent month, to the Minister 
of Supply, of the description, quantities and qualities of 
any flax seed situated outside the United Kingdom which 
any person is under an obligation to deliver to him or 
which he is under an obligation to receive. 

Seed arriving in the United Kingdom at any time after 
the day on which the Order comes into force must also be 
held at the disposal of the Minister of Supply and parti- 
culars sent to the Minister of Supply in the case of flax 
seed arriving in the United Kingdom outside Northern 
Ireland; and to the Minister of Agriculture, as above, in 
the case of flax seed arriving in Northern Ireland. 

Any carrier of flax seed in transit in the United King- 
dom for delivery before 1 January 1941 may deliver the 
seed provided that he obtains a receipt stating the descrip- 
tion, quantities and quality of seed and the person to 
whom and the place at which it was delivered. The receipt 
shall be delivered to the Minister of Supply, in the case of 
delivery in the United Kingdom outside Northern Ireland, 
and to the Ministry of Agriculture as above in the case of 
delivery in Northern Ireland. Any person taking delivery 
in the United Kingdom before 1 January 1941 of any flax 
seed from a carrier is required to furnish the carrier with 
a receipt giving the above particulars, and also to send the 
same particulars to the Minister of Supply in the case of 
seed delivered in the United Kingdom outside Northern 
Ireland, and to the Ministry of Agriculture in the case of 
seed delivered in Northern Ireland. 

An announcement will be made in due course regardiag 
sale prices of flax seed and the arrangements of dis- 
tribution.

EXPORT LICENSING 
EXPORT OF GOODS (CONTROL) (NO. 43) 
ORDER, 1940 


The Board of Trade have made the Export of Goods 
(Control) (No. 43) Order, 1940 (S.R. & O., 1940, No. 
2176), which will come into force on 1 January 1941. 
Under the terms of this Order it is prohibited to export

Jute sheets, wrappers, gunnies, sacks and bags, including 
those made with other materials. 

Unmanufactured tobacco, whether stripped or not, includ- 
ing shorts and smalls, not denatured, and stalks. 

Dies (whether mounted or not) of diamond or metallic 
carbide. 

Tools and tool parts of which the cutting edge is tipped 
with diamond or metallic carbide.

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UNITED KINGDOM 


CENTRAL COAL MINES SCHEME AMEND- 
MENT ORDER 


The Secretary for Mines announces that the Board of 
Trade made, on 20 December, the Central (Coal Mines) 
Scheme (Amendment) Order, 1940 (S.R. & O., 1940, No. 
2151, price 1d.). The Order, which was laid in draft before 
Parliament and approved by affirmative Resolution of both 
Houses in accordance with the procedure prescribed by 
Section 2 (4) of the Coal Mines Act, 1930, permits of the 
amendment of the Central Scheme under the Act so as to 
embody in it the proposals of the Central Council of 
Colliery Owners which were the subject of the recent White 
Paper ‘entitled the ‘‘ Coal Mines (War Levy) Scheme.” 

The Order became operative at once, and it is anticipated 
that the Central Council will forthwith submit for ap- 
proval their suggestions as to the precise amendments 
required by the Central Scheme. 


BIRMINGHAM AND EXPORT TRADE 


Tho export trade of Birmingham is proportioned to its 
immense industrial output. An almost endless variety of 
hardware goods is manufactured. The range is from things 
as trifling and small as a pin to railway rolling stock and 
power units and the lights for the houses which guide the 
mariners at sea. In normal times every kind of metal is 
employed in the production of practically everything that 
goes to the domestic comforts and conveniences of everyday 
life, that serves in locomotion by road as well as by rail 
and satisfies wants and desires in personal adornment, in 
sport and in leisure. 

Works here are measured in many acres. The city has 
the largest motor tyre factory, the biggest cocoa and choco- 
late works, the most extensive and productive bicycle manv- 
factory, two great railway rolling stock makers’ concerns, 
the most important firm of weighing machine manufac- 
turers, and the most extensive single-unit motor-car factory 
in Europe. All these superlatives refer to world leadership. 
And behind these pre-eminent undertakings there are 
thousands of works, many of them operating independently 
in associated or subsidiary trades, but many, also, turning 
out components for the larger concerns. The municipality, 
which serves more than a million inhabitants, ranks as one 
of the most enterprising in the whole world, with gas and 
electricity and transport on a scale commensurate with the 
private enterprises’ and workers’ needs. 

Although to-day so much of this tremendous resource and 
effort has been diverted to the vitally important national 
service, highly successful and impressively important 
measures have been adopted to maintain and add to the 
export branch of trade. A great deal of this is carried on 
now, as always, with the assistance of old-established and 
very efficient mercantile houses, particularly in connection 
with the South American markets; but some of the more 
important companies maintain their own agencies abroad 
and conduct business direct. While it is true that the 
changing map of the world has narrowed outlets for Bir- 
mingham goods, a great deal has been accomplished through 
the development of Colonial and Dominion markets, with 
which, wherever local secondary industries permitted, trade 
has been done on a considerable scale. 

Birmingham has a jewellery quarter and a gun trade 
quarter, from each of which manufactures are sent out to 
the most remote places. Electro-plated goods penetrate 
even into the United States; jewellery finds a good market 
in South Africa. The lighthouses of the world have been 
furnished with their integral and essential equipment by 
a famous firm specialising in high-power reflector-glasses. 
On the electrical side, granaries in the Argentine, mines 
in Africa, harbour works in many parts of the world have 
been equipped by leading Birmingham manufacturers. The 
up-to-date railways of Latin American States derive much 
of their rolling stock from Birmingham. Inquiry would 
reveal that many a native prince of India reclines on an 
ornate brass bedstead specially made to his order in this 
city. Pen nibs, safety-pins, medals, coins, fancy goods of 
every conceivable kind, edge tools, machine tools, motor 
trucks and lorries, chains, nautical instruments, brass 
fittings and berths for ships, scientific apparatus, hollow- 
ware, hearth furniture, hydraulic machinery, pumping 
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plant—in fact, any and everything of an engineering and 
mechanical type is turned out here, and a great amount ol 
it finds its way overseas. 

The facilities afforded by the groups under the Export 
Council are being used to the fullest possible extent, and 
Birmingham manufacturers are alive and eager to expand 
business with other countries as a contribution to the 
nation’s win-the-war effort.

SOUTH AFRICA 
TRADE CONDITIONS 


The general managers of the Standard Bank of South 
Africa supply the following information about trade condi- 
tions in the Union of South Africa :- 


General business is seasonally more active, and reports 
from the larger centres indicate that the volume of Christ- 
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mas shopping may be better than last year. Turnovers in 
cash bazaar lines are well maintained. Activity in the 
secondary industries is steady, with some improvement 
evident at the furniture factories, many of which are now 
working full time. The footwear and clothing factories are 
well employed and working at capacity at some centres. 
Conditions in the building and allied trades remain quiet. 


Gotp Output: Recorp Rartway EARNINGS 


The Transvaal gold output in November (26 working days) 
was 1,187,536 fine ozs., with a value, including the premium, 
on the basis of £8 8s. per fine oz., of £9,975,302, as com- 
pared with 1,103,135 fine oz., with a value, on the basis of 
£7 10s. per fine oz., of £8,273,513 in November 1939 (26 
working days). The average daily output rose by 812 fine 
ozs. to 45,674, while the number of natives employed fell by 
3,220 to 351,065. 


Railway earnings from 10 November to 7 December were 
£2,978,684, compared with £2,649,500 for the corresponding 
period of 1939. Earnings for the week ended 23 November, 
amounting to £767,017, constituted a record, which was 
surpassed the following week by £4,289. 


Maizk, Woot, Hips, ETc. 


The maize market is firmer. The latest estimate of the 
wheat crop, based on conditions prevailing towards the end 
of November, is 4,872,000 bags, as compared with the earlier 
forecast of 4,942,000 bags. 


The weekly appraisals of wool at Port Elizabeth in 
November amounted to 12,000 bales, and included a number 
of attractive clips, well grown and in good condition. The 
appraisement at other wool-clearing centres is proceeding 
steadily. All descriptions of mohair are in good demand 
and prices of several types have improved. Stocks on hand 
are reported to be comparatively small. 


Supplies of hides are larger but meeting with good de- 
mand, and the market is firmer. Supplies of skins have also 
increased, especially merinos and coarse-woolled sheepskins. 
Prices are steady, with an upward trend in the latest quota- 
tions. Ostrich feathers are unchanged. Wattlebark is 
meeting a fairly good demand from India and the United 
Kingdom. Wattle extract is unchanged. 


Deciduous fruit reports forecast a normal yield of peaches 
but an unusually large crop of apples, pears and grapes. 
In view of the United Kingdom ban on imports, arrange- 
ments are being made to dispose of the crop on the Union 
market, and it is reported that the industry will receive 
assistance from the Union Government. 


Wholesale trade in soft goods is steady and turnovers in 
many lines in the retail section are improving.

CANADA 
CUSTOMS TARIFF 


With reference to the Notice in the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal ’’ of 14 March 1940 (page 288), H.M. Senior Trade 
Commissioner at Ottawa has forwarded to the Board of 
Trade a copy of a Memorandum (Series D, No. 47, T.C. 34), 
dated 14 November, issued by the Dominion Department of 
National Revenue, which states that, by Order in Council 
(P.C. 6223) of 6 November, soya bean oil for use in canning 
fish (Tariff item 831) will be granted duty-free entry from 
all sources on importation into Canada, with effect from 
16 November, 


PROHIBITED EXPORTS 
The Board of Trade have received a copy of a Memo- 
randum (Series D. No. 86, Supplement No. 7), dated 


5 November, issued by the Dominion Department oi 
National Revenue, which states that on and after 9 Novem- 
ber 1940 the export of the following articles, which are 
deemed capable of being converted into or made useful in 
the production of arms, ammunition, implements or muni- 
tions of war, will be prohibited, except under a permit 
issued by or on behalf of the Minister of National Revenue.

form of exchange control. 


No exchange will be supplied for goods of foreign origin 
entering Venezuela unless the importer has previously ob- 
tained a permit from the Import Control Commission.

VENEZUELA—Continued 


Goods ordered before 25 October, goods in transit or await- 
ing shipment and any other non-speculative commitments 
entered into abroad which are pending payment, must be 
declared by the importer before the Import Control Com- 
mission in order to obtain an exchange permit. 


The Banco Central de Venezuela will fix periodically the 
amount of foreign exchange available for imports and will 
distribute it either direct or through other banks in the 
following proportions :— 

(a) 12 per cent. for Government imports and services; 


(b) 40 per cent. for collections and various foreign 
obligations resulting from commercial or other 
non-speculative transactions ; 

(c) 43 per cent. for new imports, payments for freight, 
insurance, interest and dividends on foreign 
capital and other commercial necessities con- 
sidered by the Import Control Commission to 
benefit the national economy ; 

(d) 5 per cent. for the maintenance of Venezuelan 

students residing abroad and for the payment of 

approved expenses of Venezuelans and foreigners 
residing in Venezuela. 


After providing cover for the items mentioned in (b) 
above, the Banco Central de Venezuela will decide upon the 
creation of an Exchange Stabilisation Fund, for which pur- 
pose a proportion up to 5 per cent. of the total amount of 
exchange for distribution may be utilised. The remainder 
of the exchange referred to in (b) will be used to augment 
the payments referred to in paragraphs (a), (c) and (d) 
above. 


Importers who have received goods under credits, on 
account or on consignment, must furnish the Import Con- 
trol Commission with a statement of the amounts due from 
abroad, in respect of which no bills have been drawn upon 
them, together with a list of the goods ordered before the 
coming into force of the present Decree. Exchange will be 
supplied for cancellation of debts of this kind provided that 
there are no obligations outstanding under (b) above. 


Import permits will be considered as lapsed if the relevant 
goods do not arrive within 120 days from the date of issue 
of the permit, without notice being given to the interested 
parties. An extension of this period may, however, be 
granted by the Import Control Commission in certain cases 
according to the nature and conditions of the order. 


The Import Control Commission may also authorise ad- 
vance payments for goods or services mentioned in (c) above 
by means of bank credits opened abroad and available for 
120 days against presentation of shipping documents or 
proof of services rendered, or against a bank guarantee or 
a cash deposit in the Banco Central for the equivalent in 
local currency of 25 per cent. of the value, in order to 
guarantee the presentation of import documents within the 
stipulated period. 


H.M. Representative at Caracas reports, by telegraph, 
that regulations made under this Decree which were promul- 
gated on 16 November empower the Import Control Com- 
mission to classify imports under the following heads: 


(1) Goods of prime necessity ; 
(2) Goods of secondary importance; and 


(3) Luxury goods.

99-103, St. Michael’s Road, Bournemouth. 


The information at the disposal of the Department is 
of a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as 
the following:—Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade 
products; Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; 
openings for United Kingdom trade abroad; general 
conditions prevailing in Overseas markets; demand for 
particular articles abroad; nature and extent of foreign 
competition and suggestions for meeting it; methods of 
distribution and marketing; credit conditions; terms of 
payment, etc., abroad; Foreign and Colonial importers of 
United Kingdom goods; firms or individuals considered suit- 
able to act as representatives or agents for United Kingdom 
firms; Foreign and Colonial Tariff and Customs Regula- 
tions, statistics of Imports or Exports; forms of Certificates 
of Origin; regulations concerning commercial travellers; 
Consular Invoices; shipping and transport, ete. 


Members of United Kingdom firms visiting Overseas 
markets are recommended to call on the Department’s resi- 
dent officers and to see that their own local representatives 
keep in touch with these officers.

METHODS OF ADDRESSING ENQUIRIES 


The Department of Overseas Trade invites applications 
for assistance from manufacturers and exporters of United 
Kingdom goods who are desirous of initiating or extending 
Overseas connections, but it is desired to call attention to 
cne or two points, the observance of which will facilitate 
the supply of information required. 


When the enquiry concerns an Overseas market the appli- 
cant may, of course, apply direct to H.M. Trade Com- 
missioners in the British Empire, and to the Commercial 
Diplomatic or Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, but it 
is generally advisable to communicate in the first instance 
with the Department of Overseas Trade, 99-103, St. 
Michael’s Road, Bournemouth, as the information required 
is frequently already in the possession of the Department, 
and the delay involved in communicating with the officers 
abroad can therefore often be avoided. Should the in- 
formation required not be available, the Department will 
make all necessary enquiries abroad on the applicant’s 
behalf. 


When making applications for information enquiries 
should clearly specify : — 


(1) The countries concerning which information is 
required ; 


(2) The precise kinds of goods; and 


(3) The particular point in regard to which the infor- 
mation is sought. 


By following this method of making their enquiries as 
specific as possible applicants will materially assist the 
Department in its endeavour to supply the precise informa- 
tion required. 


EXPORT CREDIT GUARANTEES 


PROVISION FOR PROTECTION AGAINST Loss 


Under the provisions of the Export Guarantees Act, 1939, 
the Export Credits Guarantee Department is authorised to 
give guarantees to United Kingdom exporters for the pur- 
pose of encouraging export trade. War conditions have 
greatly increased the risks to which exporters are exposed 
in oversea trading, and the Department has put into opera- 
tion special facilities giving them protection against these 
risks on exceptionally favourable terms. 


SHort-TgeRM CREDITS 


The Department’s Comprehensive Guarantee, which covers 
the whole of an exporter’s business for a forward period of 
twelve months, ensures that in the event of his customers’ 
insolvency he will receive 75 per cent. (by special arrange- 
ment 85 per cent.) of the debt guaranteed plus a propor- 
tionate share of all recoveries from the debtor’s estate. 


For a supplementary premium an exporter can obtain an 
Addendum to the Comprehensive Guarantee protecting him 
not only against loss or delay due to the operation of 
exchange restrictions abroad, but also against the special 
risk of transfer arising from war conditions abroad. 


In order to meet pre-shipment risks the Department 
offers, either as a supplement to the Comprehensive Guar- 
antee or as a separate policy, cover against the risk of loss 
through the inability of the exporter to ship owing to 
insolvency of the buyer or the imposition of import regula- 
tions, or war, or the like catastrophe. 


All the above risks may be covered by one policy, the 
‘“ All-in War Emergency ’’ guarantee, which also secures 


the exporter against loss due to deviation or frustration of 
shipments. 


The Department also issues a policy which enables ex- 
porters to quote firm c.i.f. prices some months ahead of 
shipment. Under this guarantee exporters in respect of 
any c.i.f. transaction are covered against any rise in marine 
insurance, Government war risk insurance and freight 
rates occurring within a period of six months. 


Crepits To PurcHASERS oF PLANT, MAcHINERY, ETO. 


Firms in the engineering and allied industries may be 
asked to give medium-term credits of from one to three 
years to purchasers of plant, machinery, etc., whether 
Governments, municipalities or private traders. Guarantees 
in respect of such contracts, covering solvency in the case 
of private buyers and the risk of default in the case of

Governments, municipalities and other public bodies, as 
well as, in some instances, pre-shipment and transfer risks, 
have been a well-used facility in the past. The war has 
placed obvious restrictions on this type of business; but 
while it may not be possible to extend facilities in many 
cases, the Department will gladly consider and if possible 
advise on negotiations in this field.
